Letter from mayor-general Craig, 
commander of the Brits forces at 
the Cape of Good Hope, te Agr. 
Dasa dated Camp on the fhore 
of Saldanha Bay, Aug 395 
1796. 

“SIR, 

I have great fatisfaction in re- 
porting to you the event of an at- 
tempt which has been made by the 
enemy, and which has terminated 
to the honor of his maje ity’ $ arms, 
in the entire capture of the foua- 
éron of Dutch thips of war, def- 
tined for the purpofe of retaking 
this fettlement. Having made 
every arrangement within my 
means, by the efta _ hment of a 
{mall poit, and the laying the 
road byafufhcient ae i of the 
OW men wich I had been able to 
mount, for watching Saldanha 
bay, I received a report on the 3d 
tnitar nt, tran {mitted in 14 hours, 
that nine fhips had appeared otf 
that coait on the preceding after- 
noon, which L immediately com- 
municated to Vice-Adiniral Sir 
George Keith Elphinitone. By 
the fame report there appeared 
to be the flrongeft probability 
that his majefty’s brig the Hope 
had been captured by thei ; sha 
3s there was ro further account 
ot them the next day, I concludcd 
that the information which they 
had received, by that means, cf 
our ittrength here, had induced 
them to continue thcir rout, and 
that thev would ftand far to the 
weftward before they doubled the 
Cape, to avoid our George’s fleet

prevailed. amongit all ranks, five 
vefiels were difpatched by nine 
o'clock in quettof the Admiral, 
with tke information. As it for- 
tunately happened that the 25th 
aad 27th Light Dragoons, with 
part cf the 19th and the whole of 
the 334 regiments, were in Si- 
mon’s Bay, I could be under no 
apprehenfion for the fafety of the 
colony from any force which couid 
be landed from nine ihips of war.

¢cflary arrangements, in a country 
totally unufed to a movement of 
this mature. ‘he troops began 
their march on Sunday morning, 
neceffarily by divifions, or account 
of iubfiftence.. ‘The Burgher {e- 
nate was ailemibled, to whom I 
expofed my. inteitions, to which 
they expreile¢ the moft ready 
comphance. Waggons were eve- 
ry where demanded by them, and 
furnifhed with chearfulnefs. Ca- 
Valry was neceifary, but the ap- 
pointments of the 28th were on 
board a fhip which had failed in 
queft of the admiral. Thofe of 
the 25th were alfoon board a thip 
in Simon’s Buy, and we had not 
above fifty hories. ‘Fhe appoint- 
ments were brought wp, and I did 
not feruple, on fuch am occafion, 
to require all faddle-horfes with- 


out exception to be brought in, 


which were valued: by two mem- 
bers of the court of juitice, and 
two oflicersof the 28th dragoons, 
and paid for on the fpor to the 
entire fatisfaction of the owners. 
By thefe means, fir, leaving ma- 
jor-general Doyle in the command 
of the troops at ard about Cape 
"Fown, amovuting to near 4,000 
men, and brigadier-general Camp- 
bell in the immediate command of 
the town, I, om the morning of 
the sicth inftant, reached Sais 
danha Bay, at the head of the ad- 
vanced guard, confilting of the 
light infantry, a body of Hotten- 
tots, and 50 of the asch light 
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dragoons, afliited by brigadier-g2- 
neral M’Kenzie, the remainder of 
whefe corps, confilting of the 
grenadiers, the 78 and 8oth bat- 
talious, 59 more of the asth, and 
100 of the 2&h ght dragoons, 
m albabout 2,500 nen, with two 
howtizers and nine ficld-pieces, 
arrived there afo m an hour af- 
ter. In the meantime, the admis- 
ral had returued to Falfe Bay, 
and on their receiving the firft ace 
counts of the enemy being in Sal- 
danha bay, bad put to fea again 
with the utmoft cxpedition; and 
we had the fatisfaction, from the 
heights from whence we dcf- 
cended to the fhores of the bay, 
to fee him, with ab his fails crowd- 
ed, advaneing with a fair wind 
dire€tiy to the mouth of the har- 
bour, though ftill at fome diftance. 
One of the enemy’s frigates, which 
jay near the fhore to cover thcir 
watering, cannonaded us very 
brifkly as we defcended the 
heights, though without cifect, 
and we returned their ure with as 
little, having at that time only 
three pounders with us; but a 
howitzer being brought up, atew 
fhells were thrown with great pre- 
cifign by captain Aobertion, who 
would probdaaly toon have deilroy- 
ed her; but perceiving that our 
fiect was then entering the bay, 
and that there was no polhbiluy 
of her efcaping, I defiited trom 
firing, thinking it more for his 
majeiiy’s intereit that the ihould 
{hare cne fate of the remaiuder of 
the {quadron, the capture of which 
appeared to me to be inevitable, 
than that we flould riik the det- 
troying her, from a vain punctie 
lio of obliging her to itrixe to 
us. We thea cinployed our. 
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felves in making the meceflary dif- 
pefitions tor affordn ng fuch afli- 
ftince as might be in cur power, 
in the event of theobftinancy of the 
enemy obliging th: Admiral to at- 
tack them, as well as fuch as 
would be expedient in cafe they 
fhouid run their flips on fhore, 
neither of which, however, lI 
thought probable. I was accor- 
dingly informed, by’a letter fromm 
Sir George, the following mor- 
ning, that the whole had furren- 
dered themfelves to him. ‘The 
means by which this event has 
been accomplithed, Sir, has not 


afforded any opportunity to his 


majelty’s troops of difplaying that 
bravery in his fervice, which I 
ain confident they would have 
fhewn, had the occafion prefented 
iticlf ; but rf the utmott alatrity 
aud cheartralneis, under almoitt 
every privation, except that of 
meat, during a march of go miles, 
through fu barren a country that 
there exift but five houtes in the 
whole line, have any merit, [can 
with truth prefent them to his ma- 
jetty’s notice.

Our fitratien altogether was 
fucit; ts to prevent my being > over 
detirous of engaging her. Out of 
our imall compliment of men, we 
had left thirty at the hofpital, and 
we had more than that number itil] 
on bozrd in our fick and convalefcent 
Kitts, altof whom were cither dan,e- 
rouily ill, or extremely weak. We 
were fear'eely out of fight of the 
fpot where we knew the’ Spanith 
ficet to have been cruizing only two 
days before; and, in fa&, we hod 
ftood on to laok for them, witha 
Ficw of atertaining their move- 
ments. A fmall Spanifh veifel 
which we conjectured to be a fort of 
tender, was p. uling us, fteering to- 
wards Carthagena, fo that I could 
hardly flatter mayfelf with being able 
to bring the irigate off in the event 
of a victory, er of even efcaping 
myic'f, if difabled. On the other 
hands it evidently appeared that 
nothing but-a flight and fuperior 
failing could enable me to avoid an 

action : and to do that from a tri- 
gate apparently not much fuperior 
to us, except m point of bulk, 
would have been committing the 
character of one of his majefty’s 
thrips 1 more than I could bring mytelf 
torefolveon. Itherefore ecrasinuiedl 
ftanding on without any alteration 
or courie.
